In accordance with paragraph 7 of the Commission’s June 15, 2018 Opinion and Order and
paragraph 5 of the Commission’s August 14, 2018 Opinion and Order, enclosed for filing is the
Affidavit of Matthew Gordon.

The affidavit verifies that the Pennsylvania Department of Environmental Protection
(“PADEP”) issued the appropriate permission for the continued construction of the Mariner East
2 pipeline at the Shoen Road work location (HDD S3-0360) in West Whiteland Township.

This work location was previously identified as needing PADEP approval in the July 3,
2018 Affidavit of Matthew Gordon at Exhibit 2, item number 1. This same work location was also
listed in the July 18, 2018 Affidavit of Matthew Gordon at paragraph 5 as work area 1. As verified
in the enclosed affidavit, PADEP issued the required approvals for the construction of the Mariner
East 2 pipeline at the Shoen Road work location by letter dated February 9, 2018 and by email
dated March 28, 2019.
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With the enclosed affidavit, Sunoco Pipeline L.P. respectfully requests that the injunction
on construction of the Mariner East 2 pipeline be discontinued at the Shoen Road work location

AFFIDAVIT OF MATTHEW GORDON

Matthew Gordon states as follows:

L. My name is Matthew Gordon. I am employed by Energy Transfer Partners and
currently serve as the Senior Director of Liquid Pipeline Operations.

2. I previously submitted affidavits on July 3, 2018, July 18, 2018, and August 17,
2018 in response to paragraph 7 of the Opinion and Order issued on June 15, 2018 (the “Order")
by the Pennsylvania Public Utility Commission (“Commission™) to identify the construction
segments of the Mariner East 2 and 2X pipelines in West Whiteland Township for which the
Pennsylvania Department of Environmental Protection (“DEP") has issued all required
permissions for construction to Sunoco Pipeline L.P. (“SPLP").

3 This affidavit supplements my earlier affidavits, and provides the Commission
with confirmation that DEP has approved the restart of construction of the first pipeline, Mariner

East 2, at the Shoen Road work location (HDD S$3-0360) in West Whiteland Township.
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4. As set forth in paragraphs 5 and 6 of my July 18, 2018 affidavit, construction
activities at the Shoen Road work location include the installation of two separate pipelines —
Mariner East 2 (the first pipeline to be installed) and Mariner East 2X (the second pipeline to be
installed) — which will be installed by horizontal directional drill (“HDD").

5. For the installation of Mariner East 2, the HDD at the Shoen Road work location
was approximately 55% complete in the pilot stage before the HDD was suspended in July 2017.

6. On July 24, 2017, SPLP and DEP entered into a Consent Order and Agreement
that established a process for SPLP to obtain approval to resiart the installation of Mariner East 2
at the Shoen Road work location.

1. On February 9, 2018, DEP issued a letter approving SPLP's submission of
information required by the Consent Order and Agreement for the continuation of the installation
of Mariner East 2 at the Shoen Road work location (copy attached as Exhibit “1”). DEP
requested that SPLP provide confirmation that SPLP made certain notices to landowners, local
municipalities, and DEP prior to restarting installation of Mariner East 2 at the Shoen Road work
location.

8. On March 28, 2019, DEP confirmed via email (copy attached as Exhibit *“2™) that
SPLP had provided the required notices and that SPLP was approved to restart the installation of
Mariner East 2 at the Shoen Road work location.

9. With the DEP approvals attached as Exhibits 1 and 2, DEP has authorized the
continued installation of Mariner East 2 at the Shoen Road work location.

10.  Before SPLP can install the second pipeline - Mariner East 2X - at the Shoen
Road work location, in accordance with the requirements of an August 10, 2017 Corrected

Stipulated Order entered by the Pennsylvania Environmental Hearing Board, SPLP must submit

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a reevaluation report to DEP for review and approval. Upon submission and DEP approval of
the reevaluation report for Mariner East 2X at the Shoen Road work location, SPLP will file a
supplemental affidavit confirming that DEP has authorized construction of Mariner East 2X at
the Shoen Road work location.

" Dear Mr. Gordon:

Under the July 24, 2017, Consent Order and Agreement (“CO&A™) entered into between
Sunoco Pipeline, L.P. (“SPLP"), and the Department of Bnvironmental Protection (“DEP”),
SPLP is required to completc certain corrective actions in order to obtain approval from DEP

to restart the 20-inch pipe installation at Horizontal Directional Dnllmg (“HDD*) HDD 360
(“Shoen Road Drill” or “Dn]l”) )

DEP has reviewed SPLP’s request to restart HDD 360 (“20"), including information
submitted in support of the request, and actions taken in response to the CO&A, and hereby:
(1) epproves the Water Supply Restoration Plan rcqmrcd under paragraph 3.¢ and (2) finds
that Sunoco has satisfied the terms of the CO&A.

However, because SPLP is subject to other enforcement actions and requircments separate’
fiom the CO&A, set forth'below, SPLP canpot restart HDD 360 until DEP determines that the
following have occurred, to the satisfaction of DEP: .

Corrected Stipulated Order (August 10, 2017) / Water Supply Preparedness
Prevention and Contingency Plan (“PPC Plan”) (Revised August 7, 2017) - HDD 360
(“20™) is listed in Exhibit 5 to the Corrected Stipnlated Order (“SO") entered by the
Environmental Hcaring Board, and in Exhibit F to the Water Supply PPC Plan
(*“WSPPC") as an in-progress HDD where no inadvertent returns (“IRs™) occurred.

- Before restart of HDD 360 (*20") can ocour, SPLP must, under paragraphs 9 and 10 of
the S0, and under Section 6.1 of the WSPPC:

. Provide 72 hours notice (by certified mait and first class mail) to-all water
supphes thhm 150 feet pnor to restart (paragraph 9.

. Provide 30 days notice (by certified meil and first class mail) to landowners
between 150 fect and 450 feet of the Drill within 30 days of restart, Such
. notice shall offer the landowner the opportunity to have a water supply located
within 450 feet of the HDD alignment sampled in accordance with Appendix B
